This order applies to eight, hun- 


dred men on the cruiser Washington, 
two hundred on the battleship Wis- 
consin, three hundred on prison.,ships 
Southery and Topeka, one 
hundred 


and fifty at the naval prison, one hun- 
dred and fifty at the marine barracks, 
and fifty on the tug Penacook. 


The restriction does not 
prohibit 


the men from leaving tie yard and 
ships and going to any place on the 
Maine side of the river. On the ves- 
sels the officers have certain houra 
in which they can be away from their 
ship and have been instructed not to 
visit public places of amusement. 


Several men who are attached to 


the prison ships, yard tug and Wis- 
consin are residents of this city and 
the order hits them the hardest 'of 
any, though the crew of the Wash- 
ington will not be very well content- 
ed until the mild quarantine is lifted.

adopted tho minority report by a vote 
of 144 to 129, and the bill was sent 
to the committee on appropriations, 


Rosecrans W. Pillsbury of Manches- 


ter was the principal opponent of the 
bill and during his attack he declar- 
ed that' "the birthday 
of 
George 


Washington is a 
poor 
day 
upon 


which to popose to erect a monument 
to the memory of a traitor to this 
country." 


An uproar followed, in wihich np 


nlause and hisses were about equally 
divided. 


Representative 
Richardson 
of 


Claremont also opposed the bill and 
declared "the record of Pierce is a 
lasting disgrace to the state of New 
Hampshire." 
He referred to the let- 


ter of Fanklin Pierce 
to 
Jefferson 


Davis in which the New Hampshire 
man asserted that blood would flow in 
the streets of northern cities if any 
attempt was made to 
coerce 
the 


South. 


The bill was supported by Repre- 


sentative Keeler of Concord, Preston 
of New Hampton and A'hearn of Con- 
:ord, who mot the attacks and 
de- 


fended the memory of Pierce. 


The only other business transact- 


ed at the session was the introduc 
tlon of the bill creating n public ser 
vice commission, which was referred 
to the committee on appropriations. 


The commission is designed to re- 


ilace the railroad commission with in- 
creased powern, calling for the np- 
loinlment by tho governor of 
throo 


commissioners to serve six years a! 
.n annual salary of 54000.
